It has 
been made more than obvious 
that the Chinese community as 
a avhale is sane to auch oft 
Rill. Your Exeellency admitted 
in your specch last week that 
Government realizes: that there 
are many people in this Celony 
who are opposed te the measure 
now before us solely beenuac 
they feel that it isnot the best 
or most apptuyriate. form of 
taxation for Hong Kong.

As. it has been made obvious 
that Government is determined 
tu force the Bill threugh, -no
